mount in its North; here it is tantamount to say that it is bounded 
by Lavan Samudra and Chulla Himavant Mouut. There is 
Vaitadhya mountain in the midst of it, thereby bisectiug it namely 
southern half on the south of Vaitadhya and northern half on its 
north. The Ganges and the Indus, having their sources in the 
Chulla Himavant mount meet in the Lavan Samudra,* passing 
through the Vaitadhya mountain. Thereby Bharat is divided 
into six parts. One who gets victory over all these six divisions 
is called Sovereign. The Tlrthankaras and the Chakravartis always 
take birth in the middle region of the southern half of Bharat. 
The city of Ayodhya is located in the very centre of the southern- 
half of Bharat.

To the east of Lavan Samudra and outside 
the Dagmala there is one Survadvipa (Island of the Sun) as well 
as Chandradvipa in the west of it. There is also Gautamdvipa in 
the middle portion of Chandradvipa (Island of the moon). Inside 
the Dagmala there are Chandradvipa, Suryadvipa, Gautamdvipa, 
Velaudhardvipa and Ann velaudhardvipa. Aud cn them there 
are the capitals of their presiding deities.

Dharmastikaya etc. Its shape resembles that of a man who, 

wearing trousers and puttiug his hand on the waist, turns round 
and round. It is trisected into three parts namely Adho Loka 
(Lower), Madhya Loka (middle), and TTrdhva Loka (upper). The 
region lying between waist and the feet manifests Adl .10 Loka 

which contains seven hells. The navel represents Madhya Loka 

which is also called Trlcblio Loka (oblique). It contains islands 
and seas and is inhabited by men and animals. The space above 
the navel symbolizes I’rdhva Loka. In it, the portion below the 
neck stands for twelve Deva Lokas. the neck indicates nine 
Graiveyakas. The facial part shows five Anuttar Vimanas and 
the head suggests Skid ha Silfu It measures 14 Raja Lokas. 
Seven hells cover more than 7 Raja Lokas, Urdhva Loka extends 
over less than 7 Raja Lokas while the central space, which is 
1800 yojauas, is enclosed by Tiryak Loka.

alternativis for the soul. (1) Avigraha means straight upward; 
(2) Vigraha means crooked upward. In both the pictures there 
is a straight line in the Mobile-Channel, which shows the straight 
upward course. The soul takes only one Samaya (*. e. time 
taken by an atom in going from one point of space to the next 
one with slow motion; an instant) for the soul to reach there 
even if it may be high howsoever. There are three lines in one 
picture to show the Vigraha Gati i. e. crocked upward movemeut, 
and there are four (lines) in the other. According to Sutras, 
there are three lines, while accardiug to books (written afterwards) 
there are four. There is an angle in the first line of Vigraha 
Gati, which takes two Samayas (instants). In the second, there 
are two angles, which takes three Samayas. In the third, there 
are three angles which takes four Samayas. In one picture there 
is a fourth line of Vigraha Gati, wherein there are four angles 
and it takes five Samayas according to the opinion of the author. 
In both the pictures there are in the middle two vertical straight 
lines which show that there is a Mobile-Channel (Trasa-Nadi) 
measuring one Raju ( i . e. 1/14 of the total height of the uni¬ 
verse) in the universe. Beyond the Mobile-Channel, there is 
Sthavara-Nadi (Immobile-Channel) wherein exist immobile souls 
only. Mobile-Souls remain in Mobile-Channel only. In the Mo¬ 
bile-Channel there can be a Vigraha Gati having two angles 
taking three Samayas. Vigraha Gati having three and tour 
angles is only possible to the soul if it takes birth in the 
Immobile-Channel after taking its course first through the 
Immobile-Channel and then through the Mobile-Channel.

A fortress 
coveres the two sides of a triangular aerial car while one side is 
occupied by a twofold Padmavara Vedika. A quadrangular aerial 
car has Padmavara Vedika on all its four sides.

mountain named Vaitadhya, which is 25 yojanas high and 50 
yojanas wide and which is situated in the centre of Bharatkshetra. 
It has nine Kuta-Sikharas. To its south and north, there are 
two rows of Vidyadharas on it and in them there are also their 
cities. It contains also two rows of Abhiyogika gods with their 
dwelling places. Its base has two caves in it named Timisra cave 
and Kliaflda Prapata cave which remain closed. When a Chakra- 
varti starts on attaining sovereignty, he throws open its gates 
with Daiid Ratfia, portrays Maud alas with Mani Ratna and then 
enters the Uttar Bharat with his army, passing through this 
cave. Two rivers named Ummagajala and Nimmagajala each of 
which is 3 yojauas broad pass through this cave. The Ganges 
and the Indus, too, which spring from Chulla Ilimavaut, pass 
through this cave and then enter the southern-half of Bharat.

A Markati 
Bandha, a bandage round it, and an adamantine peg between 
these two indicate a construction of the first-type. One in which 
the first two things are present but the third is absent is called 
by the name of the second-type construction. That in which only 
the first thing is present and the other two are lacking is termed 
by the third-type construction. It is styled by the name of 
the fourth-type construction which has got Ardha Markati 
Bandha. Kllaku Sanghayana is that which has no Markati 
Bandha but whose two joints are fastened together by an ada¬ 
mantine peg. The joiuts which are loosely attached iudicate the 
presence of Chhevattu Sanghayana.

Unit of 
space occupied by an indivisible atom of matter) in such a way that 
at the lowest point it becomes thinner than a fly’s wing. It is as 
big as Adhidwipa, being 45 lacs of yojans in length and breadth. 
On its surface no body exists; but Siddha Bhagwau stays on 
the sixth portion of the last kosa of the first yojan on it. It 
means that Siddha Bliagwan is in the last sixth portion beyond 
the first five portions of the forty thousandth kosa, whose dimen¬ 
sion being 338 bows and 32 fingers. The space in front of 
Siddha Bhagwau is given the name of Siddhisila.

The 
second picture shows seven islands from Arunadvipa upto 
Ruchakadvipa and seveu seas from Arunodaka upto Rucliakodaka.

Pahcti Baiidha or Avalika Baiidha and Pitspa* 
vakmia. Two similar figures in the directions and by -directions 
in the illustration represent hells of the type of Avalika Baiidha. 
The dots which are not in line and are in the fashion of strewn 
flowers stand for the hells of the types of Puspavakirua. The 
large middling region of hells is known by the name of Indraka. 
The exterior shape of the rectangular hells is rectangular 
but the interior shape of the very hells is circular. Seventh 
hell is composed of Paukti Baiidha. Only they are five in all. The 
central hell-abode, which is circular, is termed Apartisthau. And 
on its four sides viz , northern, southern, eastern and western 
there are respectively Maharaurava, Raurava, Kala, and Mahakala 
in triangular shapes as the illustration shows. Wo % 
grtalo 1;

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A Review and An Opinion. 

An Illustrated Ardha-tndgadhi Dictionary. Vols. I and II. 
Published by Kesarichand and Sardarmal Bhandari for 
the Svetambara Sthanakavasi Jaina Conference. 1923 & 1927. 

Ardha-hagadhi or Arsha, as it is otherwise termed, is the 
language of the Jaina scriptures as Pali is that of the Buddhistic 
canon; and we have in the two volumes before us an aid to the 
study of early Jainism which is as useful as Children's Dictionary 
is to the study of early Buddhism. The compilation of this work, 
we learn from the Preface, was delayed by many an unforeseen 
difficulty. It was planned several years ago by a pious student 
of ^Jainism in Indore, but he was prevented from carrying through 
hisf plan owing to severe illness. The list of words which he 
had collected with much labour and care was sent to the Italian 
Sanskritist Dr. Suali, who had by then announced his intention, 
of preparing a similar work; but that scholar wig obliged to 
return it after sometime as his undertaking was interrupted by 
the breaking out of the Great War. Then the original projector’s 
son took up the work; and he has, with the devoted co-operation 
of others including a learned Jaina monk, succeeded in publishing 
the larger part of it, the last word reached being nhusa (Sanskrit 
snushd). Prof. Woolner, the well-known orientalist of Lahore, 
has contributed an Introduction, and there is also prefixed to the 
work a compendium of Ardha-mSgadh'i grammar written by an 
Indian scholar. The arrangement of the vocabulary is excellent. 
Each word is followed by its Sanskrit equivalent. Its meaning 
is then defined in three languages Gujarati, Hind^fpd English— 
so that the Dictionary can be used by practically all that are 
likely to take interest in Jaina literature and religion. The 
meanings given are throughout supported by references to ancient 
texts; and often there are also illustrative quotations from them 
which add greatly to the value and interest of the work. The 
words recorded here include not only such as.we ordinarily expect 
to find in a dictionary but also several others occurring, in Jaina 
literature—proper names, technical terms, etc., which lead to the 
insertion of various matters of historical or mythological importance. 
The work is thus more than a dictionary. It is a miniature 
cyclopaedia and students of Jaina religion and philosophy will 
feel grateful to the authors for it. We earnestly trust that the 
remaining portion of the book will be published soon.
